“CLEVELAND’S FAVORITE FILMS’’ IN SUMMER SERIES AT ART MUSEUM 
Ten Wednesday Evenings, June 5-August 28, 1996 

(Cleveland, OH) Between January and early March, the Cleveland Museum of Art conducted a 
survey in which area moviegoers were asked to vote for their favorite movies of all time. The 
poll, conducted via forms handed out at the museum and other distribution points and through 
local press announcements, asked for each voter’s three favorite movies. To determine the top ten 
from the 400 responses, a value of 3 was ascribed to each first place vote, 2 to second, and 1 to 
third. Now the top ten vote-getters will be shown as apart of the museum’s Summer Evenings 
series of Wednesday night festival events. Here, in descending order of preference, are the 
region’s ten most beloved movies: Casablanca, Gone with the Wind, Citizen Kane, The Wizard 
of Oz, The Godfather, Doctor Zhivago, Star Wars, Ben Hur (1959), 2001: A Space Odyssey and 
Monty Python and the Holy Grail. All will be shown on Wednesday nights this summer, with the 
exception of Star Wars, which is out of release and unavailable for our series. Dr. Strangelove, 
which finished #11, will be substituted. Film program coordinator John Ewing sums up the 
series. These ten films chosen by Clevelanders — present a profile of a major American city in 
its 200th year.” Admission is $4, $3 CMA members. 


Wed/5 June, 6:00 Doctor Zhivago (USA, 1965, color, 197 min.) directed by David Lean, with 
Omar Sharif, Julie Christie, and Geraldine Chaplin. Newly restored, original, uncut version of the 
epic love story set during the Russian Revolution. From Boris Pasternak’s novel. #6. 

Wed/12 June, 6:00 Ben Hur (USA, 1959, color, 212 min.) directed by William Wyler, with 
Charlton Heston, Jack Hawkins, and Stephen Boyd. Two friends become bitter enemies in this 
monumental epic set in Palestine at the time of Christ. Winner of 10 Oscars, including Best 
Picture, Actor, Director. 35mm scope print of the original uncut version! #8. 

Wed/19 June, 7.30 Casablanca (USA, 1942, b&w, 102 min.) directed by Michael Curtiz, with 
Humphrey Bogart, Ingrid Bergman, and Paul Henreid. This romantic thriller set in Morocco 
during WWII won Oscars for Best Picture, Director, and Screenplay and provided quotable lines 
for generations of film fans. Cleveland’s favorite movie!

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Wed/26 June, 7:30 2001: A Space Odyssey (Britain, 1968, color, 139 min.) directed by Stanley 
Kubrick, with Keir Dullea, Gary Lockwood, and William Sylvester. Visionary sci-fi classic about 
the evolution of man from apes to astronauts. May soon be going out of release, so catch it now 
(in 35mm and scope) on our 30-foot-wide screen! Tied for #9. 

Wed/3 July, 5:30 & 7:30 The Wizard ofOz (USA, 1939, b&w/color, 101 min.) directed by 
Victor Fleming, with Judy Garland, Ray Bolger, Bert Lahr, and Jack Haley. A Kansas farm girl 
takes a fantastic trip “over the rainbow.” #4. 

Wed/10 July, 7:30 Dr. Strangelove (Britain, 1964, b&w, 93 min.) directed by Stanley Kubrick, 
with Peter Sellers, George C. Scott, and Sterling Hayden. Brilliant, hilarious black comedy in 
which a paranoid army general singlehadedly launches a nuclear attack on the USSR. #11. 

Wed/24 July, 7:30 Citizen Kane (USA, 1941, b&w, 1 19 min.) directed by Orson Welles, with 
Orson Welles, Joseph Cotten, and Everett Sloane. A reporter tries to unravel the mysterious life 
of a deceased newspaper tycoon. #3. 

Wed/7 Aug, 7:30 Monty Python and the Holy Grail (Britain, 1974, color, 90 min.) directed by 
Terry Gilliam and Terry Jones, with Graham Chapman, John Cleese, Eric Idle, and Michael 
Palin. Nonsense reigns in this irreverent assault on medieval history and legend. Tied for #9. 

Wed/21 Aug, 7:00 Gone with the Wind (USA, 1939, color, 222 min.) directed by Victor 
Fleming, with Clark Gable, Vivien Leigh, and Leslie Howard. The South rises again in this 
perennial favorite — a grand epic about a Southern belle who survives the Civil War only to lose 
the man she loves. Winner of many Oscars, including Best Picture and Actress. From Margaret 
Mitchell’s novel. Cleveland’s second favorite film! Restored 35mm print! 

Wed/28 Aug, 7:00 The Godfather (USA, 1972, color, 175 min.) directed by Francis Ford 
Coppola, with Marlon Brando, A1 Pacino, and James Caan. Masterful gangster epic about an 
aging Mafia don, his family, and enemies. Six Oscars, including Best Picture and Director. #5.
